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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach a stripper arranged on a extruder shaft (or on both shafts); or b) the 
distance between the strippers in the infeed opening and the shafts being smaller than 
the distance between the enlarged housing bores and the shafts.
